Hundreds of Shells Tore the 
Air Over Arras Friday. 
Organ Notes Mingled With 
Shriek of the Shells. 


Arras, on the French Front, Decem- |; 
ber 26.—Hundreds of big shells tore the 
air over Arras all Friday afternoon. 
The echoes of these were the last com- 
pliments of the season and they had 
no sooner died away than the life of 
Arras began to show itself through re- 
opened cellar doors and windows in 
preparation for the usual Christmas eve 
festivities. 

The people of the Artois region rise 
above their afflictions due to the war 
and the spirit of Arras survives among 
the heaps of ruins. 

“It would be really a shame if we 
hadn’t gotten used to it during all these 
months,” said a woman selling postal 
cards and stationery by a candlelight 
on the first floor of a building, three 
parts open to the sky. Wat we've 
got to do,” the woman continued, “is to 
hold out for final victory and lasting 
peace.” 

Rattle of Machine Guns. 

After the usual systematic shelling 
died down rifle shots and the occa- 
sional rattle of machine guns was all 
that broke the stillness of death that 
settled over the city. Tpe Catbedral, 
where midnight mass was said last year 
under the thunder of cannon, stood 
out against the twilight in ragged ruins 
like a spectacle with crumbling walls 
of demolished buildings all around giv- 
ing the aspect of a gigantic cemetery 
with decaying headstones. 

The rattle of machine guns again 
‘struck up and a few rifle shots rang 
through the clear air. Toward 8 o’clock 
the soft strains of an organ were heard 
from an invisible source. Going through 
heaps, of stone and glass to a chapel 
entrance one could see a candlelight 
flickering through the darkness a short 
distance away. Staff officers, waiting 
for dinner, led the carrespondent of 
the Associated Press to an adjoinin 
room, which resembled the crater o 
a miniature extinct volcanu.

BRITISH WORKMEN 
MUST WIN THE WAR 


Is Impossible Unless the 
Trade Unionists Suspend 
Their Rules So Munitions 
May Be Furnished Army. 


London, December 26.—David Lioy4d- 
George, minister of munitions, ad- 
dressed a meeting of some 3,000 trade 
union officials and workshop stewards 
at Glasgow yesterday on the impera- 
tive need of dilution by skilled and 


unskilled labor. 

Mr. Lioyd-George explained he nad 
come to submit proposals, on the ac- 
ceptance of which depended not only 
victory, but the saving of numberless 
lives. It was impossible for him to re- 
port through parliament to the British 
army that skilled workmen refused to 
suspend their rules to save their fel- 
low workmen on the battlefield, he 
declared, and added that he refused to 
believe that British workmen were less 
patriotic than the French, whose de- 
votion and self-sacrifice had enabled 
France surely to withstand the terrible 
machine, which with the aid of German 
workmen had scored a great victory 
over the Russians. Time was vital 
and help must be given without delay, 
the minister of munitions said in en 
ing. 

Lloyd- George's Appeal to Workmen. 

In hie appeal to the workmen Mr. 
Lloyd-George said: 

„Either we must tell the soldiers 
that we are sorry that we cannot get 
the guns to enable them to win 
throughout 1916, owing to the trade 
union regulations, or we must tell 
them that if they manage to hold out 
for another year perhaps American 
workmen will help us get a sufficient 
supply for 1917. 

“Another alternative is that we 
might tell the kaiser frankly that we 
cannot go on. He might let us off 
with the annexation of Belgium with 
the payment of indemnity and with a 
a British colony or two, but he cer- 
tainly would demand that Great Britain 
surrender her command of the sea and 
Great Britain then would be as com- 
pletely at the mercy of Prussian des- 
potism as Belgium is today.” 

The minister of munitions’ scheme 
to amend the trade union regulations 
was proposed by a committee includ- 
ing seven trade unionists. 

‘We don’t trust trade union leaders,” 
several voices in the audience cried. 

“Whom do you trust?’ Mr. Lloyd- 
George demanded, and the voices re- 
plied, Nobody.“ 

Mr. Lloyd-George then proceeded to 
explain how the national gun and am- 
munition factories were being estab- 
lished throughout the United Kingdom 
and that 80,000 skilled workmen were 
required. 

“You won't get them,” 
the meeting declared. 

“TI come Here and face 3,000 Glasgow 
trade unionists,” the minister shouted 
in reply. Will that gentleman ven- 
ture to go to Flanders and face 3,000 
British soldiers in the trenches?”

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CABLE CONNECTIONS 7 
WANTED WITH GERMANY 


Berlin, December 26.—The American 
Association of Commerce and Trade of 
Berlin has sent wireléss messages to 
the speaker of the house of represent- 
ativse and the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States at Washington, 
r re the pressing need of re-estab- 


lishing cable connections with Germany 
under control of the American govern- 
ment on account of the vital issues in- 
volved and asking congressional ac- 
tion toward this end. 
The messages do not go into détails, 
but the association believes that the 
desired result can be accomplished 
either by taking advantage of Ger- 
many’s earlier offer to turn over the 
severed German-American cable to the

Stockholm, December 26.—(Via Lon- 
don.)

U. S. MERCHANT MARINE 
SHOWS TONNAGE GAIN 


the number of merchant ships under 
the Amer flag decreased during the 
fiscal year ending last June, the ton- 
nage of the merehant marine showed a 
record-breaking increase, according to 
the annugl report of the commissioner 
of navigation, made public tonight. 

On June 30, 1914, 26,943 vessels of 
7,928,688 gross tonnage were under 
American registry. A year later the 
number had decreased to 26,701, but 
the aggregate tonnage was 8,389,429. 
Figures made public recently by the 
commissioner showed that since fhe fis- 
cal year closed there had been a steady 
increase both in ships and tonnage, the 
merchant marine on December 1 com- 
prising 26,888 vessels, aggregating 8, 

44,238 tons gross. 

“The decline in the number of ves- 
sels with an increase in the total ton- 
nage is the normal result of the de- 
velopment of water transportation,” 
Says the report. “The size of vessels 
has been steadily increasing since steel 
and steam came in general use.

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HOW BRITISH TROOPS 
~ SPENT CHRISTMAS 


Comparative, Quiet in Fire- 
Withered Zone—Plenty 
of Good Fare. 


' Londen, December 26.—The Reuter 
correspondent at British headquarters 
in France sends the following account 
of how the men spent Christmas: 

“Christmas broke over the British 
western front wet arid blowing and al- 
together cheerless. As the morning ad- 
vanced, the sun struggled through the 
mists; by the soldiers’ dinner time it 
was quite fine and very mild. 

“The day was uneventful in the 
trenches.

Imports are shown to have dropped 
from $6,400,000 to $3,000,00 within the 
last six years. In 1909 imports formed 
12 per cent of the value of hosiery sold 
in America, but now less than 6 per 
cent of goods on the American market 
is of foreign manufacture, Most of the 
foreign goods are said to be of a cheap 
quality, particularly now that German 
silk goods are héld by the British 
blockade. 

Americans were found to be wearing 
silk pantety more and more, and as a 
result cotton hosiery manufacturers 
are making less profit than silk man- 
ufacturers. 

Profits in various parts of thé coun- 
try are sho to vary ge. Six- 
teen mills in fhe south are making five 
times the profit, the report says, of as 
many mills in Pennsylvania. This is 
attributed to lower labor cost in the 
south and also to the fact that south- 
ern mills, being newer, are equipped, 
with more efficient machinery. 

The report finds fault with a retail 
system that forces manufacturers to 
produce an article selling at a fixed 
price. This system, the report says, 
does not permit a raise of a few cents 
in the retail price and forces the man- 
ufacturer to sell more cheaply so the 
retailer can make a living profit de- 
spite mounting expenses. uch ruin- 
ous competition has resulted, the re- 
port asserts. 

Opposition by the National Hosiery 
and Underwear Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation, the investigation says, did not 
prevent a thorough investigation. 
Seventy-three establishments were 
studied and sixteen states were in- 
cluded im the range of the inquiry.

But it will take more than the German 
disclaimer to make the average American 
citizen believe that recent developments 
are not in some way a part and policy of her 
‘splendidly organized and unusually efficient 
secret service system. 


YELLOW PAPER. 


It is a remarkable as well as a deplorable 
fact that with all of their resources and 
capital the United States have as yet found 
no definite means of breaking away from 
their dependence upon Germany in the mat- 
ter of dyestuffs and bleaches. ; 

An interesting fact in this connection is 
that, if the war continues much longer, all 
of the newspapers in the United States, as 
well as in other countries, will be printed 
upon cream-colored instead of white paper. 


The natural color of the wood-pulp paper 


upon which all newspapers are printed is 
the creamy yellow of the wood from which 
The dean white color is 
attained through an aniline dye bleaching 
process, and the bleach used for this purpose 
is made only in Germany. 

There is no plant in the United States 
for *the manufacture of this particular 
bleach, just as there are none for making 
many of the other numerous dyestuffs and 
colors of which Germany has always been 
our sole source of supply; nor does it ap- 
pear that, under present conditions, dny will 
be established. We are now making a few 
of the primary or simpler colors, but beyond 
this we have done nothing, nor is there any 
likelfhood that we will, until assurance of 
protection is given the capital necessary to 
set up these establishments. 

Such’ protettion is proposed in what is 
known as the “anti-dumping” clause amend- 
ment to the tariff act, but it is by no means 
as yet assured: In this clause it is proposed 


to protect American manufacturers in cer- 


tain lines against ruinous competition from 
foreign manufacturers; to prevent their 
“dumping” their products into this country 
at prices less than the actual cost of manu- 
facture, in order to drive American manufac- 
turers out of business. 

With reference to the yellow paper which 
many American newspapers are already us- 
ing and which, in the continued absence of 
the required dyestuff, all the others will 
soon have to come to, The Boston Globe 
makes this comment: 


So many readers have made inquiries 
about the yellow tint in the paper now 
being used that it seems necessary to 
satisfy.their rightful curiosity. 

The yellow tint is the natural color 
of the paper. It has been customary to 
remove this tint by an aniline dye, mak- 
ing the paper blue-white. 

The dye was imported from Germany. 
It cannot now be imported and the sup- 
ply. in the paper mills has become prac- 
tically exhausted. No satisfactory sub- 
stitute having been found here, it has 
become necessary for newspapers using 
huge quantities of paper, to print upon 
paper of the natural color. 


In discussing The Globe’s statement, The 
Fourth Estate, a publication devoted to 
newspaper interests, asks, 
publishers of the daily newspapers bring 
these facts to the attention of their con- 
gressmen, whether they may be democrats 
or republicans?’ In many instances they 
are doing so, not only from their own stand- 
point, but of the even more important one 
of the dyestuffs that are so essential in the 
manufacture of the clothing which the peo- 
ple wear. And one result of this agitation 
which should become even more forcible 
than it has been, is present congressional 
consideration of the very protection that is 
needed for the establishment of these im- 
portant industries. 

Another irteresting feature is that the 
absence of the bleaching process in no wise 
cheapens the paper. The cost is almost 
infinitesimal, and yet for a thing that costs 
little and accomplishes much, we are com- 
pelled to go to Germany and will always 


| have to go there for it, unless congress pro- 


vides the protection so mich needed and in 
the right amount. 

Because of the European war we aré 
on the verge now of the universal use of 
yellow newspaper, and unless the relief 
needed is forthcoming, we shall be perpetu- 
ally: at the mercy of Germany in this as we 
still are in the matter of many other very 
useful and important products.

The Chrietmas sermon at the First Pres- 
byterian church yesterday morning did not 
follow the usual lines of thought on such 
occasions. Dr. Lyons preached upon “The 
Holy Family“ and after a brief historical 
sketch of what is known of the life of Jo- 
seph and Mary, .he stated that the little 
household at Nazareth was one of a most 
instructive Series of devout family scenes 
to be found through all the holy scriptures. 

He said “All of these households of 
faith find interesting and inspiring inter- 
pretation in the Holy Familyeat Nazareth. 
It is a charming presentation of family re- 
ligion, where, as the scriptures tell us, ‘the 
Child grew and waxed strong in spirit, and 
the grace of God was upon Him,’ and when 
it is said again, He was subject’ unto His 
parents, and that ‘He increased in wisdom 
and stature, and was in favor with God and 
man.“ The family is the covenant and ec- 
clesiastical unit. God's covenant with Abra- 
ham was one which included His seed, and 
throughout the scriptures this covenant is 
the only core and heart of the church. In 
the patriarchal period in which the church 
was established, the Father, being the nat- 
ural head of the family, was also recognized 
as its spiritual head. He was called upon 
to covenant for his family, and like Joshua, 
to declare, ‘As for me and my house, we will 
serve the Lord.“ 

He declared that the parent is still the 
spiritual representative of the household, and 
paid a warm tribute to Burns’ Cotter's Sat- 
urday Night” as preserving this great scrip- 
tural truth with sublime and beautiful sim- 
plicity. 

“Such a family,” he said, “is the true holy 
family. And this conception of family re- 
ligion as underlying and upholding the 
church is true Presbyterianism. 


ad § we seek those works of our church 


which actually are distinctive, which in 
a peculiar sense distinguish us, which are 
obvious to all, and are cordially admitted by 
all, they will not be so much a set of doc- 
trines, one or more of which we must admit 
are held with equal fervor by other branches 
of this church.

„A Christian household which centers a 
family purpose upon high and worthy aims 
invokes the mightiest forces of life, in 
God’s covenant grace, plus the power of 
heredity, plus Christian culture. Such a 
family ambition is possible; it is bigger than 
any attempt to gather or hold a fortune of 
money. It lifts family lite and aim up 
towards the splendid and the ideal.” 

He urged as one of the resolutions of the 
New Year, so close at hand, the serious 
consideration of such a family ambition, and 
the establishment of the family altar as the 
key towards making every family in the 
church a “holy family.”

The Holland Letter | 


Joseph P. Grace, now the head of the in- 
mercantile house which was 
founded by his. father, the late William R. 
Grace, has commanded high recognition from 
business men on account of the ability he 
has shown not merely in maintaining the 
prestige of the house—which was for 80 
long a time leader in the South American 
trade—but also in. expanding the activities 
of that house so that it has met successful- 


ly every opportunity that came to hand. 


Some years before Mayor Grace died, in fact, 
soon after he rétired from his second term 
as mayor of New York city, he contemplat- 
ed a very large expansion of commerce be- 
tween the United States and the west coast 
of South America. In order to carry out 
his plans he established a fleet of commerce 
bearers which plied between New York and 
the Pacific coast of South America by way of 
the Strait of Magellan. The Panama canal 
was still in embryo when Mr. Grace died, 
confident for some years 
that the canal would be built and that it 
would vastly increase the commerce between 
the United States and South America. He 
looked forward to the establishment either 
by himself or by his son—whom he was 
training as his successor—to a large fleet 
of commerce bearers which would navigate 
the Panama canal. He expected ultimately 
that the entire fleet would pass between the 
United States and South America by way of 
a canal, either through Nicaragua, or across 
the Isthmus of Panama. 

A few days ago announcement was made 
that Joseph P. Grace had, for the house of 
which he is the head, come into possession 


‘of What is left of the fleet of the Pacific 
“Mail Steamship company. 


There are seven 
steamers. Four of the steamships formerly 
owned by this company had already been 
sold to the International Mercantile Marine 
company. 

The understanding in the financial dis- 
trict is that Mr. Grace acted in co-operation 
with the American International corporation, 
and it is assumed that he was the first to 
suggest to that corporation the expediency 
of taking over the sevén vessels of the Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship company. Presumably 
the American International corporation is 
acting in co-operation with Mr. Grace in se- 
curing this fleet, for it is understood that 
Mr. Grace is to be the m ger of these 
steamships. Management of that kind sim- 
ply means the incorporation of these vessels 


with the fleet already controlled by William 


R. Grace & Co. 
Beyend the Reach of Pelitics. 

The dissolution of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship company was due, according to Julius 
Kruttschnitt, chairman of the Southern Pa- 
cific railway board, a view in which leading 
mercantile interests agree, to legislation. 
What was formerly one of the most impor- 
tant of our commerce bearers has been brok- 
en up and its steamers would have been lost 
to American commerce had not the Mercan- 
tile Marine corporation secured four of them 


for use in its trans-Atlantic business, and, 


the American International corporation se- 
cured the others for the Grace house. A 
year ago the Mercantile Marine company.

San Francisco, December 26.—An or- 
ganized revolutionary party to be 
known as “The Punitive Expedition 
A t Yuan Shi Kai” has been or- 
ganized in China for the purpose of up- 
holding the republic, according to a 
cablegram received here today from 
Tong King Chong, president of the 
Chee Kung Tong (Chinese Republic as- 
 gpociation). It was from Tong King 
Chone’s headquarters at Shanghai, 
China, that first news came of the re- 
ported. revolt in Yunnan and other 
Chinese provinces. 

According to the cablegram the or- 
ganization has three objects: 

The upholding of the republic of 
China; ; 

The restoration of the constitutional 
parliament and the safeguarding of all 
the rights of the Chinese people, and 

The affording of protection to all 
foreigners and their interests. 

According to the cablegram, the or- 
ganization has announced that in the 
event its efforts are successful, all con- 
tracts made by Yuan Shi Kai will be 
disregarded. Revolutionary leaders have 
declared that one of the objects of the 
organization is “to punish Yuan Shi 
Kai, the traitor.” . 

Regarding the reported Yunnan re- 
‘volt, the cablegram said that follow- 
ing Yunnan, the provinces of Kweichau, 
&iangse and Hupeh revolted and that 
the government ordered troops dis- 
Patched from Szechuen province to 
Kweichau to put down the uprising. 
These troops, it was said, disobeyed the 
command and aligned themselves with 
the revolutionaries. Citizens of Szech- 
uen province followed the soldiers in 
Joining the revolt, the cable stated. 
Hupeh was not mentioned in pre- 
vious cable dispatches and today’s ad- 
vices said nothing about the province 
of Kwangtung, which was declared in 
a eer announcement to be in re- 
vo ;

Treasure of the Incas *® 


Remains Where Buried; 
Barber’s-Search Futile 


Colon, Panama, December 26.—Harry 
A. Barber, a United States postoffice 
inspector, who has been in the interior 
of Peru trying to locate the buried 
treasure of the Incas, will start for 
Washington tomorrow, having, it is un- 
derstood, failed in his quest. 

Inspector Barber was sent to Peru to 
investigate for the federal authorities 
at Wilmington, Del., the alleged exist- 
ence of a $500,000,000 placer gold de- 
posit, which figures prominently in the 
Mecune case in which the Du Ponts 
and other leading Delaware financiers 
are mentioned. McCune, it is said, 
floated a large corporation on the 
strength of having discovered the 
source of the gold of the famous Incas. 
He finally became involved with the 
postoffice department. McCune is now 
at liberty under $10,000 bail, and, ac- 
cording to Barber, is in Peru again 
endeavoring to locate the treasure. 

The mine is said to be near the head- 
waters of the Maranon river, which is 
150 miles beyond the city of Cerro de 


Amazon river. According to the Mc- 
une prospectus, there is an excep- 
tionally rich vein of free gold. Barber 
said that he spent six weeks making an 
investigation, but declined to state with 
what results. He said, however, that 
the natives told him they had never 
known of any gold in the vicinity. On 
his return to Washington Barber said 
that he would make an exhaustive re- 
port to the postoffice department. 


Wilmington, Del., December 26.—Ray- 
mond McCune, a New York mining en- 
gineer, son of A. W. McCune, a New 
Work financier, was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury here last spring in 
connection with the affairs of the Pe- 
ruvian Exploration company, the Mara- 
non River Gold Placers company and 
the Peru Gold Placers company. These 
companies sold a considerable amount 
of stock to Wilmingtonians, including 
officials of the DuPont Powder com- 
pany and employees on the strength of 
McCune’s flattering reports of his in- 
vestigations of the mining conditions in 
Peru, where he claimed to have discov- 
ered the source of the ancient Incas’ 
wealth.

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ME PANAMA CANAL 
[Detailed Account of Operation 


During First Ten Months 
After i 


Washington, December 26.—4 detail- 
ed account of the operation and main- 
tenance of the P a canal during 
the first ten months and a half after its 
opening to commerce in August, 1914, 
is given in the annual report of Gov- 
ernor Goethals, of the Canal Zone, made 
public tonight. Final construction work 
just prior to the canal’s opening also is 
described in the report, which émbraces 
the fiscal year, June 30 last, prior to 
the earth slide which blocked the chan- 
nel. 

Between August 15, 1914, and June 
30, 1915, 530 vessels, reporting a net 
Panama canal ¢onnage of 1,884,728 and 
cargo tonnage of 2,125,735 were passed 
through from Atlantic to Pacific and 
558 vessels, representing a Panama ca- 
nal. tonnage of 1,958,307 and a cargo 
tonnage of 2,844,057, from Pacific to At- 
lantie, making a total of 1,088 vessels 
with a net canal tonnage of 3,843,035 
and a cargo tonnage of 4,969,792. Dur- 
ing this period three minor slides ‘in- 
terrupted traffic, the canal being closed 
from October 14 to 20 and October 31 
to November 4, 1914, and March 4 to 
10, 1915. 

Construction of the canal proper, ex- 
cept for dredging excavation and con- 
Struction of the east breakwater at 
Colon, virtually was completed prior to 
this fiscal year. In the old Culebra cut, 
renamed the Gaillard cut, there were 
removed, in the process of construction 
during the year, 1,960,617 cubic yards 
at an average cost of approximately 
42% cents a yard. In maintaining the 
channel—including removal of earth 
deposited by slides—there were taken 
from Gaillard cut 4,710,566 cubic yards 
at a cost of 342-3 cents a yard and 
from the channel at the Atlantic en- 
trance 1,238,301 cubic yards at a cost 
of 10 cents a yard. 

“Cucaracha slide,” the report says, 
“was very active from July to Oc- 
tober, 1914, quiet during the dry sea 
son, and active again with the begin- 
ming of the rainy season in April. On 
the west side at Culebra the slide 
showed little activity 1 the 
greater part of the year, but in June, 
1915, the general movement of the bank 
was noticeable, and it was estimated 
that 56,000,000 cubic yards of material 
were in motion on June 30, 1915, on 
the west side. It is estimated that about 
4,000,000 cubic yards will have to be 
removed from.the east side.” 

Of the $394,399,149 appropriated by 
,;congress to June 30, last, the report 
states that $14,689,873 has been spent 
on fortifications; $750,000 to cover three 
annual err to the republic of 
Panama; $6,440,000 for the operation of 
the civil government of the canal zone 
for the fiscal year 1916, $4,289,159 for 
the operation and maintenance of the 
canal to the end of the fiscal year 1915, 
while stock on hand aggregates $2,225, - 
000, leaving $365,999,11¢ appropriated 
for the actual construction of the canal 
and its adjuncts. ‘ 

Two million dollars of this was in= 
vested in colliers, and 
returned to the treasury department up 
to the close of the fiscal year 1915, as 
miscellaneous receipts, leaving $367,- 
436.048 as the net amount expended 
or the canal, including the amount 
available for work still] rogress. A 
dry dock, two coaling stations and 
terminal piers, not included in these 
figures, are yet to be constructed.

Evidences of Extraordinary 
Industrial Activity Is Re- 
ported in Bradstreet’s 
Statement. 


Bradstreet’s report says: 

A record-breaking holiday trade ac- 
companies evidences of extraordinary 
activity in industrial lines, reports of 
light stocks almost everywhere, marked 
strength in grain and higher cotton 
prices, good collections, heavy railway 
traffic, smart activity in employment at 
relatively high wages, widespread dis- 
tribution of bonuseg, increased incomes 
from profit-sharing investments and 
strength in the — market. On the 
other hand, wholesale trade has re- 
ceded somewhat, in consonance with 
the season of year-end inventorying, 
which takes salesmen from the roa 
ahd causes this branch of enterprise to 
temporarily mark time. Jobbing trade, 
because of the necessity for filling in 
depleted stocks, is rather less a ected 
by seasonal changes than wholesale 
distribution, in which line business was 
done up to the last moment, thus in- 
dicating a very short gap between the 
old season and the new one.

Usual Holiday Let-Down in 
Other Than the Shopping 
Trade Not Shown; Says 
Dun’s Report. 


Dun’s report says: 

Apart from the rush in the shopping 
districts, there has been little in the 
business world to indicate that this is 
the holiday season. Preparations for 
inventorying are much less of a factor 
than usual and, instead of the . 
down process characteristic of the 
period in most branches, commercial 
activities are éxceptionally well sus- 
tained. Even aside from the steel in- 
dustry, overtime continues in force at 
many manufacturing plants and the 
general request for early deliveries tes- 
tifles to the urgency of current re- 
quirements. Evidences atcumulate that 
supplies are becoming short in some 
lines and efforts to 8 depleted 
stocks are hampered by the railroad 
congestion, though the additional em- 
bargoes on anpor’ freight work to the 
advantage domestic consumers, 
There is, however, still considerable 
complaint of retarded traffic move- 
ments, and delayed shipments acceler- 
ate*the advance in commodity prices, 
fuel 8. notably strong on this ac- 
count, 

A sharp rise has also occurred in 
copper—which is at the highest level 
since 1907—but this ia due to a, re- 
sumption of heavy buying rather than 
to any scarcity of the metal. Produc- 
tion is at a record rate and industrial 
operations generally are unabated, con- 
ditions at the footwear factories being 
without precedent in this regard. Mahu- 
facturers are taxed to the utmost and 
are booked months ahead, while only 
the shortage of dyestuffg curtafls ac- 
tis ties at the textile mills. Under the 
circumstances, there is a keen demand 
for skilled labor and the marked in- 
crease in the working force, in many 
instances at enhanced wages, fs reflect- 

in the largest volume of Christmas 
sales ever reported in some sections. 
This business, in conjunction with the 
expansion in other lines, has tended to 
swell the aggregat® of bank clearings, 
which for the week is 65.5 per cent above 
last Psa and 74.6 per cent in excess 
of 1913, and all the statistical gauges 
are pointing strongly upward.

Railroad equipment contracts placed 
called for 106,000 tons of steel. The 
Delaware and Hudson ordered 14,000 
tons of rails, the Great Northern bought 
20,000 tons of standard sections, in- 
dustrial roads took 4,000 tons, light 
sections and miscellaneous orders taken 
by the railmills amounted to 17,600 
tons. The locomotive shops reported 
orders for thirty engines and the car 
shops secured additional contracts for 
1,206 cars, 2,000 center constructions, 
steel underframes for 1,000 cars and 
3 car bodies. The Pennsylvania 
bought steel wheels and sheets for car 
construction. 

War munitions steel orders aggre- 
gated 100,000 tons and new inquiries 
call for 550,000 tons. A contract for 
100,000,000 hand grenades was placed 
with an eastern Pennsylvania synd!- 
leate. Wire products, sheets and hoops 
were advanced $2 per ton, and shafting

Honey Bees. 


It is always with the greatest pleas- 
ure that one writes about bees, for 
the reason that everyone should have 
a few hives—at least a sufficient num- 
ber to supply the family with honey. 
In speaking of everyone, we mean 
every farmer, for the farm is the place 
for bees. They ought to be in a good, 
open place, southern exposure, and the 
hive beneath trees wnich shed their 
leaves every year. The bees need the 
shade in summer and all the sun they 
can get in winter. Frequently we have 
to put a scaffold over them in sum- 
mer and cover with green branches in 
order to keep the hot summer sun off 
the hives. 

Wky should we be writing about 
them this time of the year?

About Jail at Muskogee, 
Okla.—2 Negroes Wanted. 


Muskogee, Okla., December 26.—Wil- 
liam Green and Mathis Foreman, ne- 
groes, were spirited out of the county 
jail here late tonight and taken to an- 
other city for safekeeping, while a mob 
of several hundred men were making 
preparations to storm the jail in force 
and lynch them. 

The negroes, accused of having kill- 
ed Samuel Neal a policeman, were taken 
from the jail dressed in the clothing 
of militiamen.

sing to make further attempts to gain 


entrance to the prison and lynch two 
negroes, William Green and Mathis 
Foreman, who, it is charged, shot and 
killed Samuel Neal, a policeman, early 
today. 

Officers who arrested the negroes 
aboard a train near Muskogee declare 
they admitted killing the officer when 
he attempted to arrest them as suspects 
in connection with a recent burglary. 

The mob began forming late today 
and at nightfall had reached such for- 
midable proportions that a company of 
militia was ordered out to assist in 
guarding the men. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock an attempt 
was made to gain entrance to the jail, 
but the troops, with fixed bayonets, 
cleared the streets. Half an hour later 
the mob made another rush and, charg- 
ing through the line of the militia, 
battered down the front door of the 
jail. The militia and sheriff’s deputies 
forced the crowd back before any 
could get inside the building. 

During the evening a number of 
prominent citizens mounted an impro- 
vised platform in front of the jail and 
appealed to the mob to disperse. The 
number who left, however, was small. 

Fears that a serious race clash might 
develop were expressed when a hun- 
dred or more armed negroes took up 

ositions on a vacant lot opposite the 
ail and, it was said, sent word to the 
officers that they would open fire in 
the event Green and Foreman were 
taken from the jail. The negroes re- 
fused to surrender their firearms to the 
police. 

Neal was a Cherokee Indian, and it 
was reported at midnight that a num- 
ber of his tribesmen had started from 
Tahlequah, 25 miles northwest of Mus- 
kogee, to join the mob.
